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The Christmas spirit of one Moama 
family has been shaken after their front 
yard Christmas display was vandalised 
twice last week. 

Vandals attacked lights on Tuesday 
night before going back for a second 
time on Thursday night to destroy more 
light wires, steal around 40 globes and 
break parts of the display sleigh. 

For the past six years, Rick and Julie- 
Anne Smolenaars have created themed 
Christmas displays in the front yard of 
their Chanter St home. 

From the **Aussie Santa’’ display to 
this year's theme of Santa and his 
reindeer skiing on the Murray River, the 
Smolenaars’ Christmas display is a 
favourite among those who regularly 
tour around the district's Christmas 
displays. 

However, after two attacks on the 
display in a space of two days, the 
family has been forced to put up a sign 
saying "this display will not be operat- 
ing for a few days due to vandalism” 

And they may have to move the 
Christmas display behind the yard fence 
to protect it from any further damage. 

After the first attack, Rick said he 
spent around $60 replacing the lights 
damaged overnight on Tuesday 

“I was very very angry when I went 
out and saw some of the globes missing 
but then I saw all the wires and I got 
even more angry," he said. “I don't 
know why anyone would do something 
like this 

"It will now be Sunday before I can 
get to the display to fix it up and then I 
don't trust anyone to leave the display 
out" 

He said he was very upset by the 
attacks as it was all done in the 
Christmas spirit 

“Its very heartbreaking us we do 
this for the Christmas spirit and for the 
kids," Rick said. 

“Tm so disappointed because. not 
even my daughter Mikiely has seen the 
display because she goes to bed around 
8.30pm 

“I am very tempted to take it all 
down but | don't want to let those 
people who did this beat me."

LOOP spoke 
with Western Australian 
| university student Blake 
Thomson- who went to 
Leavers-about what went

on there and what the whole 
Schoolies/Leavers experi- 
ence meant to him 

What did Leavers mean to 
you and your friends after 
finishing year 12? 

"Leavers was one final 
blast. We weren't going to 
see everyone again, and if 
we did, it would be different. 
Also it was a big pressure 
release. We had studied for 
five weeks straight and if we 
did go to any parties they'd 
be quiet. Leavers was one of 
the big ones." 

What did you do on your 
trip? 

"Well, at night we drank 
and partied. During the day 
we mellowed out and 
relaxed. 

We had a volleyball court 
set up at camp, someone 
was bright enough to bring 
down a cricket bat and there 
was a beach that we went to 
every day less than 200 
metres away. 


There were also shops and 
movies that we could go to as 
well if we had the cash." 

What do you think of, and 
how do you feel about the 
Schoolies/Leavers clique? 

"You mean how everyone 
automatically believes that 
we are shoe scum?" 

Yes, how is that way of 
thinking, perpetuated by 
the general population, in- 
correct? 

"Well, from what | saw, the 
biggest problem came from 
the people who lived there 
One night a whole heap of 
locals (about 20 or so) rocked 
up and got the police in- 
volved, by doing burnouts 

The next morning when we 
got up we found they left 
broken bottles everywhere 
and have set wheely-bins on 
fire. 

We spent from about eight 
until nine in the morning 
cleaning the area up while we 
were being abused by the

How accurate is the 
portrayal of Schoolies with 
recent news that there have 
been 11 O.Ds (Overdoses) at 
the Gold Coast and countless 
arrests. Is it really one big 
rave or just some fun with 
media hype? 

"One of my friends got 
alcohol poisoning. | wasn't 


| in. with 


there [at the Gold Coast] 
though, so | suppose that 
isn't an incorrect figure and 
when we were at the hos- 
pital getting stitches in my 
friend's foot someone came 


alcohol poisoning 
too. 

But if you think about it, 
there are overdoses every 


| single week. The reason 


why everyone is overdosing 
this week is that everyone is 


| going hard at the same time 


I'd say that since there ts 
about 20 times the amount 
of partying going on it is fair 
to say there can be up to 20 
times the amount of over- 
doses as well." 

Do you have any tips for 
students to have a blast but 
stay safe if they are plan- 
ning to go to Schoolies in 
the future? 

"Go with friends. | rely on 
this all the time. If you want 
to get hammered they'll 
watch your back and the 
next night you can ease 
back and go watch your 
mate. That and don't **** the 
locals off." 

OK great, thanks Blake for 
talking to LOOP about your 
experience 

"No worries" 


It seems the tradition of 
Schoolies truly represents 
one of fun, festivities and 
celebrating the end of an 
era with your friends. 

And if students are care- 
ful, safe and smart about it, 
there is no reason for 
Schoolies to end.

The fear climaxes as Ron's 
sister, Ginny Weasley, is attacked 
and taken inside the chamber 
Naturally, Harry and Ron set off to 
save her 

The adventure becomes dra- 
matic, as Harry again, is almost 
defeated 

The film is a lot different to the 
first as it has more action and the 
characters have been further de- 
veloped 


Big fans will notice that a few 
minor parts are left out, but overall 
it is a fine film adaptation and 
remains truer to the novel than 
the first. 

The acting is excellent, with an 
array of new characters including 
Moaning Myrtle, Dobby, Gilderoy 
Lockhart, Lucius Malfoy, Tom 
Riddle and Ginny  Weasley 
among them 

The favorites all return with the 
likes of Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), 
Ron (Rupert Grint), Hermione 
(Emma Watson), Hagrid (Robbie 
Coltrane), Dumbledore (Richard 
Harris) and Professor 
McGonagall (Maggie Smith) 

The film is excellent, another 
long film as expected, but it keeps 
you entertained for the duration 

Overall, | thought ‘Harry Potter 
and the Chamber of Secrets' was 
great, and | suggest you all run 
out and see it 

As with the book series, | think 
each film will improve as they 
progress, so lets begin the

On October 16, grade 6 students 
Nicole Dohnt and Xavier Hilderbrand 
represented Echuca and St Mary's 
Primary schools in the 2002 Nestle 
Write Around Australia Competition 
as Northern Country zone finalist.
